The assurances do not come from the 


Spsnish government, but they come from 


those whose interest in the outcome of 


this matter is practically as great, and 


whose ability to strongly influence the 
policy of the Spanish government is un- 
doubied. These are the representatives of | 
the syndicate owning the Spanish-Cuban j 
bonds. | 
The great house of Rothschilds is the cen- 
ter of thissyndicate, and it is now at work 
through all its well-known American 
agenc‘es toward bringing the two govern- 
ments together on some proposition which 
canbe met.

This can only 
mean that the president realizes that his 
idea of a money jndemnity will be over- 
ruled by congress and that war will be de- 
ciared. He and the heads of the depart- 
ments afe therefore playing. for time in 
order that coMntry mav he vot in &s 
g00d condition @s jorsible to meet the ex- 
igencies of war. While there fs denial, of 
course, of all the activity in army and 
naval circles, every effort is being made 
to get things in the best possible shape. 
Secretary Long is quote] tonight as hav- 
ing declared his confidence that the navy 
is ready for war whenever it may come. 
So far as official) information g#O0es, it 
is unquestionably true that neither the 
president nor Secretary Long have receiv- 
ed anything vpon which to base any an- 
nouncement to the country. 

They are, however, confident that 
the disaster was not ‘due to internal 
accident. In fact nobody, except per- 
haps Senator Hale, who is still true 
to the Spanish cause, gives even a 
thought to the accident theory. 

The general belief here is that the Mont- 
gomery will soon be ordered to Havana 
to take the place of the Maine. In the 
meantime every ship in the north Atlantic 
squadron js being held ready for immediate 
service. 

The delay in the departure of the Span- 
ish battleship Viscaya has created much 
talk, it being interpreted as meaning that 
it is the Spanish policy to keep her in New 
York harbor until something definite is 
heard from tha: Maine irvestization. 
While the navy department continues to 
taik of an innocent cruise for the monitor 
Terror, which has just arrived at Hampton 
Roads, there is no doubt that it ts intended 
to send her at once to New York to keep 
an eye on the Spanish visitor. 

Some idea of tne strain which is 
felt in Washington may be gathered 
from the fact that four detectives 
guard the president cay and night.

Paris, February 24.~—The chamber of de- 
puties wae thronged today and It was de« 
cided to request the premier, M. Meline, 
to immediately discuss the interpellations 
of MM. Hubbard and Gauilerre relative to 
the conviction and sentence of M. Zola 
yesterday. 

M. Hubbard, radical, asked whether Gen- 
erals Pellieux and Boisdeffre had inter- 
vened at the trial by authorization or or- 
der of the minister for war, General Bil- 
tot. The deputy spoke, amid incessant in- 
terruptions, on the danger of a religious 
war, and concluded by Inviting the gov- 
ernment to en@ the tumult and rioting in 
the streets, 

M. Viviani declure@d that the socialists, 
although they might be divided relative to 
the Dreyfus case, were in entire accord in 
regard to the prerogative of civil over mil- 
itary power. The speaker then referred 
to the ‘“‘coalitton of the chiefs of the army 
with the ciergy,’’ and expressed the belicf 
that liberty was menaced. Therefore, he 
asked the chamber to protest against the 
attitude of the generals. (Applause from 
the leftists and uproars from the centrists.)

Allen D. Candler to &@ man named Tom 
Hight, of Augusta, the letter itself being 
printed along with the information that 
Hight 1s a notorious negro political heeler 
of that city. No efforts have ever, been 
made, apparently, to ascertain under what 
circumstances the letter was written, and 
't seems to have been the desire of those 
who are promoting it as a campaign docu- 
ment to do Colonel] Candler harm. The 
real facts in the case, however, are likely 
to do much more harm to these energetic 
promoters than to Colonel Candler. The 
facts are these: 

In the mass of mail matter which {s de- 
tyered daily to the colonel there appeared 
a week or so ago the following communi- 
cation, written in a business hand upon 
the letter heading of a business man in 
Augusta: 

“Augusta, Ga., February 15, 1898—Hon. A.

The Atkinson-Berner Contest. 

Outside of the Hight letter fiasco, there 
Was no news of much interest in poiitical 
circles during the day except the constantly 
increasing evidences of a hot fight between 
Judge Atkinson and Senator Berner. Both 
appear to be preparing for war on as big 
a scale, comparatively speaking, as the 
United States and Spain, and with much 
more likelihood of getting together, The 
Brunswick Times, which is Judge Atkin- 
son’s home newspzper, displays with edi- 
torial prominence a communication head- 
ed ‘‘Misguided Mr. Berner,” in which it 
says, in discussing the Berner ant.-corpo- 
ration platform: 

“Tt was developed that in a period of 
twenty years Georgia had fallen from first 
to fifth pluce as a manufacturing State 
among the southern states; that manufac- 
turing industries benefit no one class, but 
benefit all classes; the laboring class by 
widening the field of employment, the mer- 
chant by distribution of earnings, the 
farmer by giving him home markets easy 
of access, safe and reliable: all classes 
by holding vast sums of money in the 
state which would otherwise be sent out 
to buy raw material turned into finished 
product. 

“This was the action, these some of the 
reasons inducing the action of that con- 
vention. The members of that convention 
throughout the state no doubt read with 
some surprise from Mr. berner’s recsnt 
deciaration of principles the foliowinz: 
‘And now to multiply our burdens organized 
capital demands that manufactures hereaf- 
ter erected shall be exempted from the 
burden of taxation.’ What organized cap- 
ital did the convention represent? § Mr. 
Berner should answer for the members of 
that convention seeking light. 

“Hlear him again. members of the con- 
vention, and for the first time learn the 
measure of your crime against the‘ peopte: 
‘There seems to be no pause, their steady 
purpose to control the policies of the state 
and fasten upon the toil of the people.’ 
Since when have the people needed protec- 
tion against themselves, against the right 
to determine whether or not they will 
amend their constitution, whether or not 
they will exempt manufacturing enterpris- 
es; that the state should not permit it. 
In God’s name. what is the state? The 
people are the state. They can, be safelv 
trusted in the long run to find out what 
they want.”’ 

As to Mr. duBignon. 

Senator Berner has not been heard from 
since he made public his platform, and his 
reply to these vigorous attacks of the At- 
kinson forces is awaited with interest. In 
the meantime these same Atkinson forces 
are opening brisk fire on the Hon. Fleming 
G. duBigron. In the course of a long 
editorial, The Brunswick Call says: , 

‘South Georgia wanted a candidate fo 
governor in opposition to what, at that 
time, seemed a watlk-over for Candler. 
All available timber in this section was 
duly cons:dered, and the mission was of- 
fered to Mr. duBignon, but apparently he 
lacked political coi..tage and would not go 
up\ against the forces of: Candler. In the 
natural evolution of the political atmos- 
phere changes were made, and finally the 
opposition to Candler chrystallize in Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson, of this city. an able 
jurist and a sound democrat, but where do 
we find Mr. duBignon? 

“Ts he rallying to the support of the 
south Georgia man? Not much. We find 
the apostle of south Georgia recognition a 
high priest in the Candler temple. The 
Call has never considered Mr. duBignon 
of any great weight in the Georgia political 
world, but surely this last display of a 
small caliber places him forever into polit- 
ical oblivion.” 

This recalls the meeting between Judge 
Atkinson and Mr. duBignon in the corrider 
of the Kimball house some de2ys ago, when 
the former earnestly solicited the latter’s 
support on the plea that he was a south 
Georgia candidate. Mr. duBignon replied 
that if he had been the south Georgia 
candidate some weeks ago Judge Atkinson 
would have supported Attorney General 
Terrell, and the judge admitted it. All of 
which goes to show that south Georgia 
is by no means as harmonious a com- 
munity as some of the newspapers would 
go to make out,

Mr. Hanna, thinking Mr. Reeves did not 
understand the money question, under- 
takes to inform him‘in a two-page type 
Written reply, which is given below with 
Mr. Reeves’s reply: 

Chairman Hanna’s Letter.

\Reeves, Cashier Bank of LaGrange, La- 
Grange, Ga.—Dear Sir: [ am sgorry that 
you should make, as I believe without 
full consideration, a sweeping condemna- 
tion of our movement. The farmers, the 
business men and all those who have prop- 
erty interests or do business in the gouih 
have a real grievance. They have worked 
under the disadvantage of a ecarcity otf 
credit and a cumbersome credit machinery. 
ihey have suffered under conditions that 
required them to pay, usually 9 or 10 per 
cent and often as high as 20 per cent or 
even more, for the use of cash that was 
going begging in New York upon collaterai 
that was no better, for 3% and 5 per cent. 
Phis wat not because money was scarce 
in the country, or because money as such 
was dear; but because credit was scarce 
and dear jin their section. We.do more 
than 95 per cent of the business of this 
country upon credit in some form or other. 
The promisory notes of the government, 
that is, our greenbacks, are simply evi- 
dences of the credit of the government, 
and national bank notes a convenient form 
of bank credit. These conditions were 
held thoroughly in mind by our commis- 
sion, and I believe that if you will devote 
a little time and thought and study to the 
banking plan advised by the commission 
you will agree with me that it will fur- 
nish to the more sparsely settled neigh- 
borheods of the south and west a credit 
machinery that will respond to their needs 
in such fashion that when the crop moving 
Season comes the banks can uSe their own 
credit by the issue of bank note currency 
and thus move the crops instead of having 
(0 go to New York to rent the necessary 
credit and pay a goodly interest on it be- 
sides paying expressage and insurance. 
You will certainly agree with me that if 
the commission's measure would bring this 
about it would afford great relief to Geor- 
gia as well as to every other agricultural 
state in the country. 
Pardon me for thus taking your time 
with a long letter, but I believe that vour 
difference of opinton with me is a perfect- 
ly honest one, and I am convinced that 
you will find that the measure will afford 
the relief your people need.

“No financial plan will permanent!y ben- 
efit the disadvantageous condition that 
row exists that does not rajse the price of 
our “heat and cotton. I mention these be- 
cause they are the principal crops. Will 
you, therefore, please tell me how your 
curreney pian will raise the price of cot- 
ton in I.iverpool or wheat in foreign mar- 
kets? Bank note currency is good only 
when the banks of issue are able tu re 
écem their notes in legal tender money on 
acmand, and if they have a sufficient sup 
ply of this redemption money, where somes 
the advantage of thes notes of credit” 
Would not the national hanks increase 
their issue if they could make it profita- 
ble. 

“If your pian would relieve the situa- 
tion in the south and west, would not the 
money now idle in New York go begging 
a still lower rates than 3 to 5 per cent 
unless the government were to retire its 
cutstanding notes, the greenhacks, ‘which 
could only be done by increasing the in- 
terest-bearing debt and thus adding to the 
people's burden already heavy. To better 
the condition of the producers of. wealth 
and make business more profitable is the 
end to which every patriotic American 
should labor. Dq this by your plan and 
every mother’s son will rise up and eall 
your commission blessed.

Without apparent cause she be- 
gan to drag anchor yesterday, and strange 
to say, bore down upon the Spanish steam- 
ship Madroiine, with the muzzles of her 
mighty guns pointing toward the Spaniard’s 
hull! 

Spaniards Cry for Mercy. 

In vain the captain yelled to the Passaic’s 
crew, who were endeavoring to prevent an 
imminent crash and consequent destruction 
to the Spaniard. The Passaie kept on her 
course toward the Spanish boat until, with 
one mighty effort, the tiller ropes respond- 
ed Coxswain MeceCullough’s muscular 
energy and threw the monitor just 
of the Spaniard’s hull. It was a supreme 
moment and anxiety ruled the minds of 
every witness to the narrow escape.

BIG STAKE TAKEN

Class Sensation, 


THIEVES ROB THE POSTOFFICE 


Safe Blown Open and a Thousand Dol- 
lars Taken Away. 


OSTMASTER SHUMATE DISCOVERS THE ACT 


Sharp Work of Adroit Men, Who En- 
tered Office, Blew Open Safe and 
Robbed It of Its Contents. 


Dalion, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)\—The 
entire city was in a state of excitement 
early this morning over one of the largest 
pestoffice robberies that has ever been 
brought to Nght in this section of the 
State. 

During the night robbers entered the 
postoffice building and made their pscape 
with money and Stamps amounting to a 
thousand dollars, in such a smooth way 
that nothing was known of the affair umtil 
broad daylight. 

The Crime, Discovered. 

This morning. about 6 o’clock. Assistant 
Postmaster John Shumate arrived at the 
office.

The new development of the south must 
bring with it important changes which are 
sure to be felt sooner or later in the indus- 
trial and politieal life of the whole country. 
Manufacturing, when carried on profitably, 
brings general prosperity affecting favora- 
bly agricultural, mercantile and transpor- 
tation interests, and greatly increasing the 
wealth, population and influence of the 
whole section where it exists. If the south 
becones a manufacturing center it will 
also become a political power, actuated by 
different principles from the doctrines 
which characterized the egricultural people 
of the old ante-bellum south. The changing 
industrial conditions are certain to bring 
new political ideas and new alignment of 
parties in the south. 

Then, there is the question of general 
interest, how will the new manufacturing 
south affect the prosperity of its northern 
and western competitors? Will New Eng- 
land have to give up her extensive cotton 
industry on account of the ruinous com- 
petition of her southern rivals? Will the 
iron and steel mills of the north be serious- 
ly affected by the competition of Birming- 
ham and Atlanta? Will the newly opened 
mines of the south, the growing commerce 
of its ports, the developmentiof its railroad 
systems and water routes work lasting in- 
jury to northern and western competitors? 

The pessimist may shake his head in 
doubt at the prospect which southern com- 
petition may bring to many branches of 
northern indtistry, but there is far more 
reason for optimism in the outlook than 
for pessimism. The problems of the future 
will largely bring their own solution. With 
the inerease of manufactured products 
which the new south will create, there will 
be a very considerable increase in the 
home market, consequent upon a’ larger 
population with greater wants and greater 
means for supplying its wants. 

While the south is fully aware of her 
extraordinary resources of soil and cli- 


mate and confidently assured of what the 


future holds in store for her, she is 
nevertheless grateful to see her own 
convictions reflected in such glowing and 
generous prophesies as the newspapers 
of the country are now beginning to 
make for her.

The World’s Commerce. 

One of the leading statisticians of 
France, M. Jules Roche, has recently 
compiled some interesting figures bear- 
ing upon the growth amd expansion of 
the world's commerce during the past 
fifty years. The object of the statisti- 
cian in devoting himself to this task was 
to expose the contrast existing between 
France and Germany in the matter, of 
their foreign trade relations. 

In the following table the statistician 
shows to what extent the combined ex- 
ports of the ten leading powers of the 
globe have grown in valuation since 
1850:

From the figures set forth in the above 
table, it appears that the combined ex- 
ports of the leading powers have quad- 
rupled in value ¢yring the period of time 
under considerat At the beginning 
of this period Greak Britain headed the! 
list with $440,000,000 exports; France 
came next with $232,000,000 exports; the 
United States next- with, $145,000,000 ex- 
ports, and Germany next with $129,000,- 
000 exports. In 1869 it appears from 
the figures’ compiled by the French stat- 
istician that the United States had 
changed places with Germany, the fig- 
ures for that year being, Great Britain, 
$950,000,000; France) $615,000,000; Ger- 
many, $575,000,000, and, the United States 
$287,000,000.° Again it 1896 it appears. 
that Germany arose to the second place 
and that France exchanged places with 
the United States. The figures for 1896 
are as follows: Great Britain $1,475,- | 
000,000: Germany, $978,000,000; the Unit- 
ed States, $834,000,000, and France, $640,- 
000,000. 

If the exports of this country continue 
to increase in the above indicated ra- 
tio it will not be long before the Uiited 
States forges ahead of Germany and 
vies with Great Britain for ‘the first 
place.

Is Zola Convicted or France? 

The conviction of M. Zola, under the 
peculiar circumstances connected with 
his recent trial in Paris, carries with it 
no humiliation. In the eyes of all Christ-’ 
endom the distinguished author not only 
stands acquitted of the charges brought 
against him by the French government, 
but merits the unstinted tribute which 
men pay to heroism. 

But while M. Zola has emerged with 
honor from the painful ordeal of the 
past few days this observation does not 
apply to France. Although the judg- 
ment of the court declares that M. Zola 
has failed in his attempt to besmirch 
the name of France, it cannot disguise 
the fact that France has performed this 
act ‘herself in permitting justice to be 
so. brutally outraged within her borders, 
From the facts brought out on the wit- 
ness stand it is evident that Irance feels 
sore over her treatment of ex-Captain 
Dreyfus, and that she cannot afford to 
have the evidence on which the unfortu- 
nate Hebrew officer was convicted some 
threa years ago, subject’ to the 
world’s critical gaze. So, in spite 
of the judgment of ‘the court 
condemning M. Zola for  defend- 
ing ex-Captain Dreyfus at the ex- 
pense of the I‘rench government, it nev- 
ertheless remains that in the eyes of 
Christendom M. Zola is acquitted, and 
that guilt in flaming letters is branded 
upon the French government. 

There is something in M. Zola’s im- 
passioned speech of defense before the 
French court which not only reveals the 
tyrannical oppression of which he has 


his trial, but which also inspires hope 
in the ultimate success of his effort to 
the innocence:of ex-Captain 
Dreyfus. Says the eloquent champion 
of the condemned Hebrew officer: 
Dreyfus is innocent. I swear it. I pledge 
my life and. honor.

The Recorder Charges the Recipient of 
His Healing a Month’s Hard 
Work for the City. 


The presiding genius of the recorder’s 
court of Atlanta, otherwise known as Judge 
Andy, performed a miracle yesterday which 
places him among the foremost of modern 
necromancers. He made the dumb tu 
speak and the deaf to hear. ' 

The story of this wonderful feat came 
out in the police court yesterday after- 
noon. Yesterday morniug Patrolman Jett, 
whe looks after the union depot, arrested 
a well-dressed white man who had \jeen 
begging with a card setting forth an af- 
fliction of silent tongue and soundless ears. 
For many years this man, who goes by the 
name of Owen Cawley, has been repre- 
senting himself as a deaf mute and has 
picked up many a dime out gf sympatiiz- 
ing charity. He went to Augusta scvyeral 
months ago and found his new field very 
profitable. A few days ago he secured a 
free railroad ticket from the officials of 
Augusta and returned to Atlanta, his o.d 
stamping ground, 

Around the union depot Cawley once more 
raked in the nickels and dimes, along 
with free lunches and cigars. He carried 
a red card, upon which was printed this 
stirring appeal: 

A Mute’s Appeal. 


“Don't cast this from you,

For I, like many unfortunates, must ask 
the aid of you,

kindly remembered by me,

Then Judge Andy suc- 
ceeded in “casting out the devils,” and it 
wasn’t long before his miracle of making 
the deaf to hear and the dumb to speak 
was performed. 

“Now, Cawley,” said the recorder, as if 
he had waived alj intention to take judicial 
cognizance of deafness, “‘iet me say that 
Officer:Jett has received information that 
when you were riding on a free pass trom 
Augusta you talked with the railroad men 
and told how you had ig your racket 
on the people of that city. here just ain't 
any use for you to pretend to me you 
can’t talk and hear.

Before the board went into executive 
session Mr. Morrison appeared before the 
board and asked that a private water pipe 
on Crew street, between Georgia avenue 
and Bass’ street, which is now leaking, be 
repaired by the city. The matter was dis- 
cussed at length and was finally referred 
to Superintendent Woodward, who is au- 
thorized to act in the matter. 

“That means I am to repair the pipe,” 
said Mr, Woodward. 

The action of the beard sets a prece- 
dent, as heretofore the city has always uni- 
formly declined to repair private water 
pipes. The board stated yesterday, how- 
ever, that where a pipe had been laid and 
where water was turned in by the city, 
the city receiving the revenue, it Was only 
fair that the repairs be made, especially 
as none of the residents On this street had 
paid anything for connections with 
pipe. 

“There is a private water pipe on Peach- 
tree street,” said President Hillyer, ‘that 
has cost every new family $25 for a con- 
nection. The cost of the pipe has been 
paid for several times, and [| do not taink 
the city should be asked to repair this 
one, as the owner of the pipe should keep 
it in repair since he charges for its use.’’

Colonel Abbott Gives a History of the 
Interesting Litigation. 

Colonel B. F. Abbott, who is a member 
of counsel in the Hughely litigation, says: 

“There has been so much published to 
mislead the public as to the real status 
of the case of Kobinson, trustee, versus 
the Alabama and Georgia Manufacturing 
Company, the Hughely Manufacturing Co. 
ang WW. fF Hugnely, that 1 think it 
due that some couciSe statement shouid be 
made touching the same. ‘Inis is the case 
in a nutshell: 

‘‘Robinson, trustee, filed a b.l) against the 
Alabama and Georgia Manufacturing Com- 
pany to foreclose a mortgage on tne fac- 
tory property which was made to secure 
$65,000 of negotiable bonds, bearing 45 
cent interest. before this bill was 
the Alabama and Georgia Manulacturing 
Company had gone into insolvency and the 
equity of redemption in the property had 
been sold te what was known as the Hughe.- 
ly Manufacturing Company. After a jong 
ard exhaustive hear. the merits, the 
court decreed a fore¥iosure of the mort- 
gage and the property was sold. An ap- 
peal was taken fromi{this, but Was attcr- 
wards abandoned, 

“The property was bdught by the bond- 
helders. Just before the six months allow- 
ed for taking an appeal the Alabama and 
Georgia Manufacturing Company ated the 
Hughely Manufacturing Co. and W. T. 
Hughely employed othér counsel than those 
representing them in’ #he tipst ifiaal ana 
tered a second appliga®en and carried ihe 
case to the court “oOf¥aippeals, where the 
judgment was reversed on w mere technical- 
ity. <All questions on the merits cof the 
case, ard whith were of the substance of 
the litigation; Were ruled in tuvor of the 
bondholders, :

The bulk of this sum was com- 
posed of items conceded by the bondhold- 
ers. It was conceded by them that they 
should account for the rents, issues and 
profits of the mill during the time that 
they held by virtue of the sale which had 
been set aside. 

“Both sides filed exceptions to the mas- 
ter’s report. Those of the Alabama and 
Georgia Manufacturing Compauv were vo!- 
uminous, and all pf which were overruled 
by the court.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


Siump Sudden, Violent and Aimost 
Panicky. 

New York, February 24.—The siump in 
the siock market this morning was so sud- 
Gen and so violent that the trading al- 
most took on panic conditions, bur the 
avalanche of liquidation was practically 
over in less than half an hour, and then 
there were some quick recoveries. The 
dullness and the recuperative tendency 
that followed showed that the determina® 
tion to let go at whatever sacrifice had 
been quickly abandoned, and a late drive 
by the bears found prices by no means so 
unresisting as in the morning. The cover- 
ing of shortS worked a substantial rally 
before the colse. ‘The eariy slump ranged 
from 1 to nearly 5 points in the standard 
Shures and from that up to an extreme 
decline of 12 points in Metropolitan street 
railway in the specialties, Recoveries. 
though sharp in some shares, were at no 
time complete in any stock. The latter 
tone of the market suggested that the early 
break was at least encouraged by manipu- 
lation and the substantial character of the 
buying at the extreme decline corroborated 
the view that there were waiting pur- 
chasers anxious to secure etocks at a lower 
level of prices. But the fact was obvious 
nevertheiess that apprehension over the 
Cuban situation was more acute than at 
any time heretofore. There was evidentiy 
Aa maes Of orders to sall at the market 
when trading opened, and commission 
houses report that these came from many 
the country, indicating an 
uneasy desire on the part of the holders 
to realize on their securities. The echar- 
acter of the buying is «evidence that there 
Hre owners of large capital who believe 
that the eituation has been fully discount- 
ed in the declines which have been made. 
London was also higher during the day, 
its total purchases being estimated at 40,- 
UW) shares. Government bonds were etrik- 
ingly weak. Money was higher, eall loans 
being made from 2% to 3 per cent, and 
time loans for § days were made at 4 
per cent with quite an active demand. 
The calling «f the loans released quite an 
umount of s«terling exchange which was 
held as collateral, and the exchange mar- 
ket broke sharply, demand eterling being 
quoted at %\ below yesterday’s price at 
$4.845,. This is near the gold import point, 
and suggests an available source of re- 
lief for any threatened stringency in the 
thoney market. Quite a heavy movement 
of currency to the interior is still in prog- 
ress, but it does not appear that this is due 
to any other cause than the expanding 
needs of business. Money is going into 
loans, and thus into the active course of 
trade. In the stock market those securt- 
ties which suffered the heaviest declines— 
notabiy, the Grangers, with Burlington 
leading, and the international stocks with 
Union Pacific preferred the most acute 
sufferer, enjoyed sharp rallies, so that the 
day’s net declines are brought within a 
range of 1 to 4 points outside the spectal- 
ties. Metropolitan Street railway dropped 
12 points, but closed 3 points above that, 
and Manhattan, though it fell at one time 
93%. shows a net decline of 6 points.

Milliners Want the 
AntieHat Law Repealed 


The milliners of Boston are about to rise 
en masse and demand of the municipal 
government there a repeal of the act. pro- 
hibiting women wearing any headgear in | 
the way of hats or bonnets in the thea- 
ers, The movement has been started by 
the following letter 2ddressed to the munic- 
ipal authorities by a prominent milliner of 
Boston. She writes: : 

“Our business in theater hats Is fast dis- 
appearing. We are getting practically no 
ordera for hats and bonnets for the theater. 
Usually at this season we have_had ali we 
eculd dv on this class of work. 

“We do not expect to get any orders for 
opera hats and bonnets this vear. Last 
vear We had a rush of work just before the 
opera came; Thiz-year the people who last 
vear searched the shops for the prettiest } 
dainty headdresses for the opera are satis- 
fled to wear their street hats to the opera, 
for they must remove whatever they wear, 
S06 li May as Well be a street hat as any- 
thing else. 

“This loss of orders means a great deal 
to the milliners of Boston. It s¢ems to me 
the order is arbitrary. If it related to street 
hats alone we would not object. But we 
cannot see why a woman should be made 
fo remove a small bonnet, which does not 
obstruct the view of anyWody.” 

It is probable that if a coterie of bright 
Women in Boston in defense of their rights, 
demand the repeal of a law that in any 
Way hampers their commercial success, 
they will be accorded just recognition.

“People explain to their own satisfaction 
a COMMemMoration, the subejct of which is 
a veteran or @ person of many and dis- 
tinguished deeds of valor—an old ofticer of 
the line, a public-spirited citizen of long 
Standing and recognized worth. a staies- 
man, a Schelar, an artist of distinction, a 
pastor, a bishop whose continuous services 
have won reverent regard, and whose offi- 
cial intercourse has been an opportunity 
unconsciously employed to gain confidence 
and to establish ties of the sweetest and 
most enduring nature through the trans- 
form of daily tasks into erramds of love and 
merey, or the transfiguration of an admin- 
istrator and spiritual governor into a spir- 
itual father and permanent’ authority.
